DESCRIPTION OF TEXAS. 


The State of ‘Texas is now divided into thirty- 
five counties, vie:-—Gslveston, Harris, Braroria, 
Matagorda, Victoria, Gourales, San Patrucia, Refu- 
gio, Goliad, Jackson, Bexar, Bastrop, Travis, Fay- 
ette, Colorado, Austin, Fert Bend, Washington, 
Milan, Robertson, Montgomery, (the giant county.) 
Liberty, Jefferson, Jasper. Houston, Sabine, Necog- 
doches, Rosk, San Augustine, Shelby, (more fami- 
larly known as Stete of Tamahe ) Harnson, Bowie, 
Red River, Fanning tad Lamar 

Of these, Montgomery is the most populous of 
the interior counties, and Galveston the most pope- 
lous of those situated on the const. Galveston is 
the largest city of Texas, though Houston, perheps, 
contains about the same number of inhabitants 
The next city of importance is San Augustine, in 
whieh are located the Washington College, with 
about one hundred and forty students, and a semi- 
sary, with from sixty to seventy five. It has « 
population of sbout fifteen hundred. 

Aastin, the Seat of in Travi y 
at the foot of the San Seba Mountains, and figura- 
tively called the ~ City of the Seven Hills,” is bean- 
tifally siteate! en the Colorado, in one of the most 
and romantic portions of Texas. it 
has a population of twelve or fifteen hundred, and is 
rapidly increasing. The new provides 
that the seat of Government shall continue at Aus 
tin until 1850, when, should the State be divided in 
the meantime, the probability is that it will be re- 
moved farther east. 

Sen Antonio de Bexar, near the extreme western 
frontier of Texas, on the Sen Antonio River, is the 
oldest and best built town in Texas. It was settled 
about two hundred years ago, under the auspices of 
an association of Spanish Monks, and at one time 
contained about fifteen thousand inhahitants. But 
it has several times been nearly depopulated within 
the last century by the attacks from the Camanche 
Indians, it never having been adequately defended 
by its inhabitants, or the Spanish and Mexican Go- 
Yernments, nor until its partial occupation by Texan 
or American citizens. The town is built entirely 
of stone. and now contaias a population of about 
fifteen hundred, principally Mexican. 

The Alama. a dismantied fortress, the memorable 
seene of the lamented fate of Travis, Bowie and 
Grockett, is situated on the east bank of the San 
Antonio River, opporite the town, and contains 
within its walls a church in a partial state of pre- 
servation. There is alec m the city a large Catholic 
cathedral, used by the Mexicans as 2 place of wor- 
ship. This, like all the churches in the vicinity, of 
which there are five, are built in an ancient style of 
architecture, and give to the stranger the impression 
that be is wandering amid the Castilian edifices of 
old Spain
